Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
of  Huyton-with-Roby  for  the  year  1963. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  District  compares  very 
favourably  with  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  203  per  1,000  live  births  is  a decrease 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  is  appreciably  higher  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  which  was  18-2. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  of  14-5  per  1,000  estimated  population  is 
slightly  greater  than  the  previous  year  but  compares  favourably  with  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  27-4  per  1,000  live  births  shows  a decrease. 
There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year. 
There  was  one  case  of  typhoid  which  was  traced  back  to  a carrier  resident 
in  a neighbouring  district. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  T uberculosis  shows  a marked  decrease, 
17  cases  being  notified  compared  with  27  cases  during  1962.  The  in- 
cidence is  very  much  below  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  carried  out  their  duties 
in  a very  satisfactory  manner,  and  their  work  is  summarized  in  the  body 
of  the  report.  During  the  year  much  of  the  activities  of  the  Department 
were  centred  on  Smoke  Control. 

Delegated  Health  and  Welfare  Services 

The  year  under  review  has  been  a very  satisfactory  one  with  demands 
on  the  various  services  continuing  at  a high  level.  Full  details  con- 
cerning the  work  carried  out  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  develop  particularly  in  its  work 
amongst  the  old  and  infirm,  and  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the 
numbers  receiving  treatment  from  Chiropodists. 

The  co-operation  between  the  Health  Department,  the  local  General 
Practitioners,  and  the  Staff  of  neighbouring  hospitals,  has  been  most 
satisfactory. 

I should  like  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  we  receive  at  all  times 
from  Dr.  S.  C.  Gawne,  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  his  Staff 
at  Preston. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement, 
also  the  Officials  of  the  Council,  in  particular  to  Mr.  Colin  Cooper,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Mr.  H.  S.  Alleyne,  Senior  Adminis- 
trative Officer.

DELEGATED  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  SERVICES 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  School  Clinics  at  Derby  Road 
and  Twig  Lane,  and  also  at  the  Community  Centres  at  St.  John’s,  Merton 
Crescent,  and  Willoughby  Road.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  new  Centre 
is  opened  on  the  Mosscraft  Estate,  Clinic  facilities  will  be  available  there. 

The  Clinics  provide  for  the  routine  examination  and  weighing  of 
babies.  Advice  is  given  on  various  aspects  of  infant  welfare  to  mothers 
of  children  up  to  the  age  of  five  years. 

Welfare  Foods  (National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil 
and  Vitamin  Tablets)  and  certain  brands  of  proprietary  foods  are  on  sale, 
on  the  recommandation  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  14,625  items  were  distributed  as  compared  with 
17,740  in  1962.

Attendances  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  showed  an  increase  compared 
with  last  year,  there  being  a total  of  14,243  attendances,  as  against  13,666 
in  1962. 
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Ante-Natal  Clinics 

These  are  held  at  Derby  Road  and  Twig  Lane  Clinics,  and  are 
attended  by  Specialist  Obstetricians. 

The  district  domiciliary  Midwives  attend  the  Clinics,  and,  together 
with  the  Health  Visitors  take  this  opportunity  of  instructing  their  patients 
in  various  aspects  of  Mothercraft.  The  discussions  and  demonstrations 
which  are  part  of  the  clinic  sessions,  help  to  give  the  expectant  mother 
confidence,  and  enable  her  to  know  her  Midwife  before  confinement. 

The  Relaxation  Clinic  started  at  Twig  Lane  in  1962  is  proving  a 
great  success.  The  Midwife  and  Health  Visitor  in  charge  of  the  class 
have  received  special  training.  They  give  an  agreed  syllabus  of  talks  and 
demonstrations  which  last  for  several  weeks.  These  cover  all  aspects  of 
the  confinement  and  early  infant  care. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  hospital  accommodation,  many  patients 
who  wish  to  be  confined  in  hospital  are  delivered  at  home.  The  Midwife 
in  these  cases,  reports  on  the  suitability  of  the  home  for  confinement  there.

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

These  are  infants  whose  birth  weight  is  5J  lbs.  or  less.  Prematurity 
is  the  commonest  cause  of  death  amongst  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  . 

It  is  most  important  that  expectant  mothers  should  have  expert  ante- 
natal care,  in  order  that  any  departure  from  the  normal  may  be  detected. 

When  such  infants  are  to  be  discharged  from  hospital,  enquiries  are 
made  before  discharge  as  to  the  suitability  of  the  home,  and  the  Midwife 
or  Health  Visitor  visit  as  soon  as  the  baby  is  discharged. 

The  Midwives  have  special  equipment  which  is  available  on  loan  to 
the  mothers  of  premature  babies. 

102  premature  infants  were  born  to  mothers  in  Huyton  during  1963, 
28  at  home  and  74  in  hospital.

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Dental  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  L.  A.  Jones,  L.D.S.,  Area  Dental  Officer, 
Divisional  No.  16  Executive. 

As  in  previous  years  dental  treatment  was  available  at  the  clinics  for 
both  maternity  and  child  welfare  patients,  and  for  school  children,  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  National  Health  Service  and 
Education  Acts. 

It  was  regrettable  that  during  the  year  no  full-time  or  part-time  Dental 
Officer  was  recruited  to  the  Delegate  District,  but  the  difficulty  of  staffing 
the  School  Dental  Service  is  prevalent  throughout  the  Country.  How- 
ever, the  personnel,  although  below  the  desirable  complement,  has  re- 
mained constant  for  the  last  seven  years.  This  has  resulted  in  continuity 
of  outlook  and  policy,  whereas  in  some  parts  of  the  County  constant 
changes  of  staff  has  in  some  cases,  rendered  the  Service  less  effective. 

As  in  the  previous  year  the  District  had  a case  load  per  Dental  Officer 
of  rather  more  than  the  County  average.  Again  there  was  a certain 
amount  of  mutual  assistance  between  the  County  proper  and  the  Delegate 
District,  the  County  assisting  the  District  with  65  sessions,  and  receiving 
in  return,  an  average  of  two  sessions  per  week. 

The  average  number  of  weekly  sessions  at  Derby  Road  Clinic  was  15. 
A weekly  evening  session  was  also  held  there.  This  evening  session 
originally  intended  for  the  benefit  of  Ante-Natal  and  Nursing  Mothers 
has  proved  popular  with  older  school  children  anxious  not  to  miss  school 
time.  The  attendance  average  was  8-5  per  session.  Routine  dental 
inspection  has  been  maintained,  and,  although  the  interval  between 
inspections  was  rather  longer  than  desirable,  it  compared  favourably  with 
the  County  average.  During  the  year  there  were  5,396  routine  dental 
inspections  carried  out,  and  as  a result  of  these  inspection  2,928  patients 
were  found  to  require  treatment.  A Consultant  Anaesthetist  attending 
one  session  per  week  during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Orthodontic  Clinic  at  Twig  Lane  which 
provides  a service  both  for  Huyton  and  the  surrounding  County  areas, 
proved  especially  convenient  for  Huyton  children  requiring  treatment 
for  dental  irregularities.  A Specialist  Orthodontist  attends  this  clinic  on 
an  average  of  31  sessions  per  week.  In  addition,  129  attendances  were 
made  for  the  treatment  of  minor  orthodontic  conditions  at  Derby  Road 
Clinic. 

Improvements  in  surgery  equipment  continue  to  be  made.  Both 
surgeries  in  Derby  Road  are  now  equipped  with  high  speed  turbine  drills. 
These  make  the  preparation  of  cavities  more  comfortable  for  the  patient, 
and  reduce  the  operating  time.  Facilities  are  also  provided  for  the 
inspection  and  treatment  of  mentally  handicapped  children  attending  the 
Junior  Training  Centre,  and  during  the  year  small  groups  of  children 
attended  the  Clinic  on  twelve  occasions. 
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Interest  in  Dental  Health  Education  was  again  maintained  during  the 
year  by  a continuous  and  varied  display  of  posters  and  by  talks  to  mothers 
and  children  both  at  the  clinics  and  in  school.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  three  day  nurseries  in  Huyton  with  a total  of  130  places  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  9 months  and  5 years.  The  Nurseries  are 
open  from  7-15  a.m.  to  6 p.m. 

A standard  charge  of  9/-d.  per  day  is  made  for  the  first  child  and  4/6d. 
per  day  for  each  additional  child.  These  charges  may,  however,  be 
reduced  on  consideration  of  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  applicant. 

In  all  instances  priority  of  admission  is  given  to  social  cases.  These 
are  the  children  of  unmarried  mothers,  widows,  widowers,  and  children 
whose  parents  are  separated  or  divorced,  or  who  have  deserted  them. 
Accommodation  is  also  provided  for  children  in  cases  of  illness  or  confine- 
ment. All  cases  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  before  admission. 
Suitable  handicapped  children  may  also  be  admitted.  This  has  proved 
beneficial  both  to  the  children,  who  are  thus  able  to  mix  with  others  of 
similar  age,  and  to  the  parents,  who  are  enabled  to  have  a much  needed 
rest  from  looking  after  them. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  78  social  cases  on  the  register.  This 
was  68%  of  the  total  number  of  available  places.  During  the  year  the 
Divisional  Health  Committee  requested  that  places  should  once  more  be 
made  available  for  social  cases  from  Kirkby. 

Princess  Drive  and  Park  View  Nurseries  are  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Education  for  the  training  of  students  for  the  National  Nursery  Ex- 
amination Board. 

There  has  been  difficulty  during  the  year  in  recruiting  Nursery  staff, 
particularly  Nursery  Nurses,  and  all  the  nurseries  have,  in  consequence, 
been  working  with  less  than  their  full  complement  of  staff. 
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The  County  Health  Committee  have  been  reporting  on  the  condition 
of  certain  of  the  County  Nurseries,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  they  could 
be  reasonably  maintained  for  a further  period  of  10  years.  In  August  the 
Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Huyton  Health  Committee,  and 
representatives  of  the  County  Nursing  Services  Sub-Committee,  and  of 
the  Huyton  and  County  Architects’  Departments  inspected  the  Huyton 
Nurseries  which  were  included  in  those  scheduled  for  review.

Midwifery  Service 

There  were  10  Midwives  employed  in  Huyton  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  of  these,  three  were  living  in  houses  or  flats  owned  by  the  Council. 

The  purchase  of  cars  through  the  County  scheme  is  encouraged,  so 
that  all  the  Midwives  may  be  fully  mobile.  The  system  of  ‘group  practice’ 
introduced  last  year  is  working  well. 

During  the  year  there  were  1,498  live  births  and  32  still-births.  This 
compares  with  1,502  live  births  and  32  still-births  last  year. 

The  confinement  took  place  at  home  in  578  cases.  The  number  of 
visits  made  by  the  Midwives  in  1963  was  17,667  compared  with  19,942  in 
1962.  A total  of  955  visits  were  made  between  the  hours  of  9 p.m.  and 
8 a.m. 

The  number  of  patients  discharged  from  hospital  before  the  tenth 
day  after  confinement  was  151.  If  a patient  is  to  be  discharged  early,  the 
hospitals  notify  the  Health  Department  or  the  nearest  Midwife  so  that  an 
immediate  visit  may  be  made  to  mother  and  baby. 

Medical  Aid  was  sought  on  52  occasions,  and  I wish  to  thank  General 
Practitioners  for  their  close  co-operation  during  the  year. 

The  County  Supervisor  and  her  Deputy  undertake  the  supervision  of 
Midwives  and  their  assistance  has  been  much  appreciated.

Health  Visiting 

The  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  in  Huyton  is  16,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  the  number  employed  was  14.  In  spite  of  intensive  advertising 
we  were  unable  to  fill  the  two  vacancies  and  the  Committee  therefore, 
decided  to  appoint  two  temporary  school  nurses  to  fill  these  posts. 

The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  now  embrace  the  care  of  the  whole 
family,  infants,  school  children,  the  aged,  and  handicapped  persons. 
They  also  visit  tuberculosis  patients  and  their  families  (in  liaison  with 
the  Chest  Clinic). 

As  the  Health  Visitors  are  also  school  nurses  there  is  continuity  of 
supervision  maintained  through  all  the  stages  of  child  development. 
Approximately  one  half  of  the  Nurses’  time  is  devoted  to  the  school 
Health  Service. 

The  visiting  of  the  aged  in  the  community  is  absorbing  an  increasing 
proportion  of  the  Health  Visitors’  time  and  during  the  year  1910  visits 
were  paid  to  persons  of  65  or  over  compared  with  1,295  in  1962. 

There  is  also  close  co-operation  between  Health  Visitors  and  members 
of  the  Children’s  Department,  and  Inspectors  of  the  National  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children.  The  supervision  of  ‘ problem  ’ 
families  is  an  important  aspect  of  the  Health  Visitors’  work,  and  further 
reference  will  be  made  to  this  later  in  the  report. 
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The  close  liaison  between  hospitals  and  the  Health  Department 
results  in  many  requests  for  visits  to  patients  recently  discharged  from 
hospital  who  may  require  some  measure  of  follow  up. 

Supervision  of  Health  Visitors  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Super- 
visor and  her  Assistant.  Their  help  and  advice  has  been  much  appreciated.

Home  Nursing  Service 

Seven  whole  time  District  Nurses  and  two  State  Enrolled  Nurses 
were  employed  in  carrying  out  Home  Nursing  in  Huyton  in  1963.  In 
most  cases  their  services  are  called  for  by  General  Practitioners  with  whom 
they  work  in  close  co-operation.  A large  proportion  of  the  Nurses’  time 
is  devoted  to  the  care  of  patients  suffering  from  the  diseases  associated 
with  advancing  age,  and  it  will  be  appreciated  that  these  patients  may 
require  longer  periods  of  nursing  than  those  suffering  from  acute  illnesses. 

The  Nurses  made  a total  of  26,879  visits  during  the  year,  compared 
with  27,119  in  1962.

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Illegitimate  Children 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  with 
Voluntary  Associations  for  Moral  Welfare  for  the  admission  of  mothers 
and  babies  to  Homes  administered  by  these  bodies. 

During  the  year  10  expectant  mothers  from  Huyton  were  admitted 
to  such  Homes. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders’  Regulations  Act,  1948 

This  Act  requires  the  registration  of  Factory  Nurseries  and  persons 
engaged  in  child  minding.  There  are  no  Factory  Nurseries  in  Huyton, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  person  was  engaged  in  child  minding. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  Welfare  Clinics,  in  Schools,  and  by 
General  Practitioners. 

Protection  may  be  given  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus.  In  most  cases  a triple  injection  is  given,  but  single  or  combined 
vaccines  are  also  available. 

Children  entering  school  are  offered  a ‘ booster  ’ dose  against  Diph- 
theria and  Tetanus,  which  is  given  in  school. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria 
during  1963  was  1,411  compared  with  1,200  in  1962.  A booster  dose  was 
given  to  1,182  children — 282  more  than  last  year.

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

All  mothers  with  young  children  are  advised  to  have  their  children 
vaccinated,  and,  as  with  the  other  preventive  measures,  facilities  are 
available  at  the  Clinics,  or  through  General  Practitioners. 

A total  of  540  persons  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  in  1963,  as 
against  1,869  persons  in  1962,  and  there  were  83  re- vaccinations  compared 
with  1,197  last  year. 

The  large  number  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  1962  was  due  to 
increased  demand  for  vaccination,  following  the  occurrence  of  Smallpox 
in  Bradford  and  other  areas  in  the  early  part  of  that  year.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Protection  against  poliomyelitis  is  available  for  children  over  6 months, 
and  for  adults  under  40  years.  This  is  now  given  by  ‘ oral  ’ vaccine, 
although  the  ‘ Salk  ’ vaccine,  which  is  injected,  is  still  available. 

The  total  number  of  persons  who  completed  a course  of  vaccination 
was  739  compared  with  1,251  in  1962 — Booster  doses  were  given  to  540 
persons,  compared  with  14,254  in  1962. 

The  large  number  immunised,  or  who  received  booster  doses  in  1962 
was  due  to  the  ‘ carry  over  ’ from  the  Liverpool  ‘ Polio  Campaign  ’in  1961.

Prevention  of  Illness — Care  and  After  Care 

This  includes  Health  Education  and  propaganda  of  an  advisory  nature 
directed  towards  the  prevention  of  illness  and  accidents,  advice  regarding 
immunisation,  and  on  many  subjects  bearing  on  child  care.  It  is  one  of 
the  most  important  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  who,  by  reason  of  her  close 
contact  with  the  families  in  her  district,  is  able  to  give  individual  help  in 
the  home.  Talks  are  given  in  the  Clinics,  and  these  are  re-inforced  by  the 
distribution  of  pamphlets,  and  the  display  of  posters. 
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Once  more  attention  has  been  focussed  on  the  prevention  of  accidents 
in  the  home — particularly  to  the  aged,  and  young  children.  All  who  are 
engaged  in  Nursing,  Health  Visiting,  and  the  Home  Help  Service,  are 
constantly  reminded  of  the  very  valuable  help  they  can  give  in  pointing 
out  dangers  in  the  home. 

The  County  Health  Department  provided  special  exhibits  during  the 
year.  They  also  arranged  for  films  on  Home  Safety  to  be  shown  to  the 
Home  Helps,  Old  People’s  Clubs,  and  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

A special  Home  Safety  Exhibition  organised  by  Health  Division  No. 
9 was  shown  during  the  Huyton  Old  People’s  Week  in  September. 

The  increase  in  smoking  among  school  children  is  a growing  problem, 
and  the  Department  is  constantly  engaged  in  propaganda  by  means  of 
Posters,  Leaflets,  and  Talks.  During  the  year  a unit  from  the  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education,  visited  several  Senior  and  Junior  schools 
in  Huyton,  and  gave  a series  of  Talks  and  Films  to  the  children.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  Staffs  of  the  schools  for  their  co-operation  in  this  urgent 
problem. 

During  the  latter  part  of  October  the  help  of  the  schools  was  once 
more  sought  in  a drive  to  prevent  accidents  due  to  fireworks.  It  is  hoped 
to  repeat  this  in  the  coming  year. 


Liaison  with  Hospitals 

There  is  very  close  liaison  with  both  Whiston  and  Broadgreen  Hos- 
pitals. This  has  proved  very  valuable  in  that  the  appropriate  Services  e.g. 
District  Nurse  or  Home  Help  may  be  provided  with  the  minimum  of 
delay  when  a patient  is  to  be  discharged  from  hospital.  These  Services 
often  enable  a patient  to  be  discharged  earlier  than  would  otherwise  have 
been  possible. 


Convalescent  Treatment 

Convalescent  treatment  may  be  recommended  by  General  Practitioners 
or  by  hospitals. 

For  adults  a charge  is  made,  according  to  a recognised  scale.  Under 
the  School  Health  Service  there  is  no  charge  for  children  of  school  age. 

Transport  may  be  provided  at  the  discretion  of  the  Medical  Officer. 
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During  the  year  convalescence  was  arranged  for  24  adults,  and  2 
children  under  5 years  in  approved  Homes  in  Lancashire,  Cheshire  and 
North  Wales.

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Problem  Families — Children  neglected  or  ill-treated  in  their  homes. 

Many  Statutory  and  Voluntary  bodies  are  concerned  with  the  care 
of  these  families,  and  in  order  to  co-ordinate  their  work,  regular  meetings 
are  held  at  which  particular  families  are  discussed. 

Apart  from  the  Stalf  of  the  Health  Department  the  following  Depart- 
ments and  Organisations  send  representatives  :- 

The  Area  Children’s  Officer 
The  Education  Officer 
The  N.S.P.C.C. 

The  Housing  Department 
The  Probation  Service 

Some  of  these  families  present,  at  times,  insuperable  problems,  but 
it  is  often  possible  by  co-ordinated  effort,  to  bring  about  some  improve- 
ment. By  delegating  the  task  to  a particular  individual  a multiplicity  of 
visits  to  one  family  is  avoided,  and  it  is  felt  that  close  liaison  between  De- 
partmental Staffs  is  very  valuable.  The  Staffs  of  the  Clinics  have  frequent 
informal  meetings  with  others  concerned  with  problem  families,  and  it  is 
certain  that  by  this  means  breakdowns  are  often  prevented. 


Tuberculosis 

The  Chest  Clinic  in  Blue  Bell  Lane  is  administered  by  the  Liverpool 
Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Consultant  Physician  is  Dr.  R.  H.  M.  Ross. 

The  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  patients  and  their  families  is  carried 
out  by  the  Health  Visitors  who,  by  their  regular  visits  to  the  Chest  Clinic, 
are  in  close  touch  with  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  patients.  Their  work 
includes  the  follow-up  of  contacts  and  giving  advice  on  the  principles  of 
hygiene  and  the  prevention  of  infection. 

Assistance  given  to  Tuberculosis  patients  includes  extra  nourishment 
(on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician),  the  provision  of  items  of 
nursing  equipment  and  of  beds  and  bedding.  Cash  grants  may  be  made 
by  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance. 

Domestic  assistance  may  be  provided  through  the  Home  Help  Ser- 
vice. Home  Helps  attending  such  households  are  volunteers  and  undergo 
periodic  X-Ray  examinations. 

49  cases  were  provided  with  eggs,  butter,  milk  and  Horlicks  during 
the  year.

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Chiropody  Service 

This  service  provides  free  treatment  for  persons  of  pensionable  age, 
handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers. 

Sessions  are  held  at  Derby  Road  and  Twig  Lane  Clinics.  If  the 
patients  are  not  able  to  attend  there  they  may  be  treated  at  home. 

Once  again  the  increased  demand  for  treatment  necessitated  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  sessions  during  the  year. 

A total  of  3,439  treatments  were  given  as  against  2,760  last  year. 
The  number  of  patients  requiring  domiciliary  treatment  also  increased, 
and  979  home  treatments  were  given  as  against  754  in  1962.  There  were 
three  part-time  Chiropodists  employed  in  Huy  ton  in  1963.

Home  Help  Service 

The  Service  continues  to  expand  and  provides  indispensable  help 
to  many  of  the  chronic  sick  and  to  the  aged  and  infirm. 

There  were  83  Helps  working  in  Huy  ton  at  the  end  of  the  year  com- 
pared with  70  at  the  end  of  1962.  The  number  of  cases  who  received 
help  during  the  year  was  451,  37  more  than  last  year.  Nine  cases  received 
help  from  the  Service  at  night. 

In  many  cases  a few  hours  of  help  in  the  week  may  enable  old 
people  to  maintain  their  independence.  The  availability  of  help  is  often 
a factor  in  earlier  discharge  from  hospital,  thus  relieving  the  pressure  on 
hospital  beds. 

The  combined  use  of  District  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  Home  Helps 
and  Voluntary  Organisations  does  much  to  help  the  chronically  ill.  It 
has  been  found  possible  in  many  cases  to  keep  patients  at  home,  when 
without  the  help  of  the  various  services  they  would  have  to  be  admitted 
to  the  chronic  wards  of  our  local  hospitals. 
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A series  of  lectures  to  the  Helps  has  been  started  and  is  proving  very 
popular.  The  subjects  covered  included,  Home  Nursing,  Midwifery, 
and  dietary  problems  of  the  Aged. 

The  Home  Help  Organiser  regularly  visits  the  cases  receiving  help. 

The  basic  charge  for  the  Service  is  4/6 .id.  per  hour  but  applicants 
pay  according  to  their  means. 

In  May  we  were  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mrs.  N.  Davies,  S.R.N., 
owing  to  her  retirement. 

Prior  to  becoming  Home  Help  Organiser  with  Division  No.  9 in  1948 
Mrs.  Davies  had  initiated  the  Home  Help  Service  in  Huyton  in  1947, 
where  she  held  the  post  of  Home  Help  Organiser  and  Diphtheria  Immun- 
isation Nurse.  Mrs.  Davies  returned  to  Huyton  in  1960  when  the  district 
was  granted  delegation.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.  Davies  for  her 
many  years  of  devoted  service  to  the  work,  and  we  wish  her  well  in  her 
retirement. 

The  table  below  indicates  the  type  of  case  for  which  Home  Help  was 
provided  during  the  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
Service  is  devoted  to  providing  help  to  the  chronic  sick,  aged  and  infirm.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  Mental  Health  Act  of  1959  has  now  been  in  operation  for  three 
years. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  patients  may  be  admitted  to  a Psy- 
chiatric Hospital,  or  indeed  to  any  other  hospital,  without  legal  formalities 
being  employed.  The  Act  does  provide  for  compulsory  removal  to  hos- 
pital where  necessary. 

Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the  Psychiatric 
Hospitals  and  Clinics,  and  the  Mental  Health  Staff.

Mental  Illness 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  a certain  number  of  patients  are  admitted 
to  hospital  on  an  informal  basis,  who  do  not  wish  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.  In  these  circumstances  it  is 
difficult  to  present  a comprehensive  review  of  mental  illness  in  the  com- 
munity.

The  provision  of  hospital  accommodation  for  the  mentally  subnormal 
is  still  inadequate. 

Four  children  and  one  adult  were  admitted  to  hospital  for  long  term 
care  and  treatment  during  the  year.  At  the  end  of  December  seven 
patients  were  awaiting  vacancies. 

Training  Centres 

The  Huyton  Gate  Training  Centre  serves  both  Huyton,  and  Division 
No.  9 of  the  County. 

There  were  79  patients  from  Huyton  attending  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
37  in  the  Junior  Department  and  42  in  the  Senior. 

In  the  Junior  Section  which  takes  children  up  to  16  years  the  emphasis 
is  mainly  on  social  training.  The  children  have  lessons  in  painting,  model 
making  and  dancing.  They  are  taught  to  do  simple  household  tasks,  and 
the  older  members  do  handicraft  e.g.  making  rugs,  mats  and  papier  mache 
goods. 

In  the  Senior  Department  training  is  given  in  light  engineering, 
woodwork,  painting  etc.  Steady  progress  is  being  maintained  in  regard 
to  industrial  contract  work,  and  the  Trainees  are  paid  an  incentive  bonus. 

Social  Club  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped 

In  August  a Meeting  was  held  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Councillor 
G.  W.  Sealey,  J.P.,  Chairman  of  Huyton-with-Robv  Urban  District 
Council,  when  a Steering  Committee  was  formed  to  organize  the  establish- 
ment of  a Social  Club. 

The  Club,  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Councillor  Mrs.  Connaughton, 
held  its  first  meeting  at  the  Huyton  Gate  Training  Centre  on  the  16th 
October,  when  there  was  a party  for  the  Members.  Some  54  subnormal 
youths  (16  years  and  upwards)  attended  this  first  night  which  was  a great 
success,  made  possible  in  no  small  measure  by  generous  gifts  in  cash  and 
kind,  from  voluntary  organisations  and  private  individuals.  The  Club 
now  meets  each  Wednesday  evening  at  the  Training  Centre.  Some  40 
members  attend  each  week,  and  take  part  in  various  games  such  as  Table 
Tennis,  Billiards,  Dominoes  etc..  The  ‘ Bingo  Session  ’ which  takes  place 
after  refreshments  is  very  popular.  Small  prizes  are  given  for  the  various 
games.  A very  successful  Christmas  Party  rounded  off  the  first  ‘ term’s  ’ 
activities. 

I wish  to  thank  the  many  who  have  helped  in  the  formation  and  run- 
ning of  the  Club,  in  particular  the  Parents’  Association,  members  of  the 
Rotary  Club,  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  and  the  Churches,  Red  Cross, 
and  Girl  Guides  whose  young  members  assist  at  the  Club  evenings.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  formation  of  the  Club  has  filled  a long  felt  need  in 
Huyton. 
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Delegated  Health  and  Welfare  Services 


OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY 

The  duties  of  the  Occupational  Therapist  include  visiting  handi- 
capped Persons  in  their  homes,  giving  advice  regarding  employment  (often 
in  association  with  the  Disablement  Resettlement  Officer)  and  suggesting 
appliances  and  modifications  to  domestic  fitments  which  may  help  these 
people  to  lead  nornal  lives.  Adaptations  to  property,  such  as  the  widening 
of  doors  to  take  wheel-chairs,  provision  of  ramps,  and  alterations  to  toilet 
equipment  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Occupational  Therapist’s  work, 
and  during  the  year  there  were  9 such  adaptations  carried  out  at  a total 
cost  of  £81  10s.  Od. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  Register  of  Handicapped 
Persons  was  164 — 66  males  and  98  females.  A total  of  769  visits  was 
made  to  the  homes  of  these  patients. 

The  Huyton  Handicapped  Persons  Club  meets  twice  weekly  at  St. 
John’s  Community  Centre,  and  about  60  persons  attend  each  week.  The 
primary  aim  of  the  Club  is  social  rehabilitation,  and  the  success  of  the 
scheme  became  apparent  when  during  the  absence  of  the  Occupational 
Therapist  because  of  illness,  the  Club  organised  a very  successful  Christ- 
mas Party  without  any  assistance  from  staff. 

Other  activities  which  were  organised  by  the  Club  during  the  year 
were  an  Easter  Bonnet  Competition,  a visit  to  Southport,  and  a Boat  Trip 
on  the  River  Dee  which  was  kindly  paid  for  by  the  Huyton  Rotary  Club. 

In  September  a party  of  20  were  taken  to  the  Middleton  Towers 
Holiday  Camp  for  a week’s  holiday.  The  Occupational  Therapist  and 
students  from  the  Huyton  School  of  Occupational  Therapy  accompanied 
the  party,  and  we  are  grateful  for  all  the  good  work  they  did  during  the 
week.  This  was  the  first  occasion  when  the  bus  given  by  the  Huyton 
Rotary  Club  was  used. 

This  bus  was  specially  adapted  to  take  wheel  chairs  and  was  given  for 
the  use  of  the  Handicapped  in  Huyton.  It  is  used  to  transport  some  of 
the  handicapped  to  their  club  afternoons  and  has  made  it  possible  for  more 
people  to  attend  than  would  otherwise  have  been  possible.  Further 
plans  for  using  the  bus  for  other  classes  of  handicapped  persons  are  well 
advanced,  and  it  is  hoped  to  put  these  into  operation  in  the  New  Year. 

The  Swimming  sessions  at  Dovecot  Baths  continued  and  were  very 
popular.  Besides  our  own  handicapped  persons  a party  of  children  from 
the  Spastic  Centre  at  Alder  Hey  Hospital,  and  some  adults  from  the  Huyton 
Gate  Training  Centre  and  an  instructor  have  joined  the  session.  The 
students  from  the  Occupational  Therapy  Training  School  also  help  our 
staff  on  these  occasions. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  special  bus  will  be  able  to  help  some  patients  who 
find  it  difficult  to  come  to  the  Baths  by  public  transport. 

There  is  very  close  liaison  between  the  Health  Department  and  Local 
Hospitals,  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to  anticipate  any  requirements 
of  patients  in  respect  of  adaptations  or  other  aids,  before  they  are  discharged 
from  hospital. 

The  Voluntary  Organisations  have  once  again  given  invaluable  assis- 
tance, and  I wish  to  thank  the  Rotary  Club,  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Organisations  and  the  Red  Cross  for  their  help.

During  the  year  our  No.  3 Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative 
on  the  1st  July. 

Unfortunately  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  future  supplies  of  soft  coke, 
as  pointed  out  in  the  Ministry  Circular  69/63,  our  programme  is  being 
somewhat  slowed  down.  As  owners  of  property  in  future  areas  will  have 
to  instal  much  more  expensive  appliances  to  enable  them  to  bum  the 
harder  types  of  fuels,  the  cost  of  these  areas  will  increase  considerably. 
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We  had  intended  to  have  No.  4 area  survey  completed,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Minister  for  confirmation,  but  this  area,  in  the  light  of  recent 
developments,  has  now  to  be  re-surveyed.
